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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1 1 April 
has been entered. 

Status of Claims 

2. Claim 37 is currently under examination. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the opening on the 
rigid outer wall as disclosed in instant claim 37 must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered.

Specification 

6. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Several 
spelling errors were found in the specification. For example, on page 6 line 23, "t" 
should be changed to "to"; on page 12 line 22, page 13 line 30 and page 14 line 4, 
"bipole" should be changed to "bipolar". 

Applicant is suggested to proofread the specification and remove any spelling or 
grammatical errors that might have remained in the specification. 

In claim 37 line 6, "the electrolytic call" should be changed to "the electrolytic 
cell". Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claim 37 is allowed, 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest, either alone or in combination, the claimed flexible 
wall containing the electrolyte between the anode and the cathode and accommodates 
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compression of electrolyte and the cell by a spring biasing the electrolytic cell and the 
rigid outer. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
